timation of the Christian, The Brahmin is an infi 
del to Ohristianity, and the Chinese ure Infidel to 
Brahminism. To disbelieve in the current thoology 
ls Infidelity, and brands ‘ Infidel ’’ on the disbelievor. 
Infidelity, as now used by the church, so far from be, 
ing a term of teproach, is the moat honorable title 
thnt can be bestowed, for It moans a thinkor, one 
who can and does thfnk for himself, and act on his 
own responalbillty. In all past timo the infidel, he 
who was branded and scourged by the established 
thoology, hns been the reformer of the world., In or- 
der to vindicate a new truth, somoold and deep-root- 
od errors must be overthrown, and to those the re- 
former muat become Infidel, and show how erroneous 
thoy aro, as woll as prove his own truth. 

Josus Cliriat was an infidel, ns were all his apostles, 
to the Jewish luwa and ceremonies, and dearly paid 
the penalty usually attached to this crime. Melanc- 
thon, Luther and Calvin were Infidels to the theology 
of their day, as wore all the great reformers down to 
the present. The infidel has good company. Ooper- 
nicus, Kepler, Galileo, Newton, Laplaceand Herschel, 
are with him In scienço, and Confucius, Zoroaster and 
Christ are with him in religion. He noed not be 
ashamed of his followers, but rather be thankful that 
he ls allowed to enter a court sọ august, where all tho 
groat minds earth can boast are arrayod in a galaxy 
of splendor. 

Some minds progress Caster than others, and grasp- 
Ing new ideas, perceive the falsenosa of the doctrines 
entertained by their fellows, and attempt to make 
them bellove like themselves. This brings on their 
dovoted hends,from the bigoted opposition, the blight- 
ing cry of “Infidel! The martyr is always an In- 
fidel. Ho cannot bo otherwise, for noone can beliove 
the theology of the day If he reasons on its teachinga 
and compares them with the revelations of nature 
Theologians have always endeavored to shut out the 
light of nature and suppress the activity of reason; 
they have thought that both were blind leaders, and 
infalibility could be found only in the Bible and tholr 
croods, :
